measure or by dozens. Dr. William 
P. ( utter, pure food commissioner of I 
Missouri, told the National Wholesale 
Grocers association, in convention it 
the Shubert ♦boater, Thursday. 
“There is no reason why a consum­ 
er should imy as much for a dozen 
small eggs as tor a dozen large onus,” 
Dr. Cutler said. 
“The people of die 
country should demand the adoption 
of the weight system, and the gro­ 
cery dealers bhould he eager to grant 
it. 
Every can of goods that is sold 
to the public should state iii terms of 
weights and measures exactly what it 
contains. 
The consumer is entitled 
to know what he is getting for his 
money, and to know that he is get­ 
ting full value. 
“I think, too, that tile time will 
soon come wnen 
wholesalers 
will 
cease putting out goods under their 
own brands. 
The public will, sooner 
or later, come to demand that manu­ 
facturers shall stand back of their 
own goods with a guarantee. Whole­ 
salers 
who 
purchase goods in the 
open market and then put their own 
labels on them are often unable to 
trace the goods back to the manufac­ 
turer in the event of impurities 
At 
least the goods should have an identi­ 
fying label to show by whom they are 
manufactured, even lf the wholesaler 
wishes to put them out under his own 
brand.’* 
Dr. Cutler discussed the Missouri 
pure food laws at length, declaring 
that they were practically identical 
with the national pure food laws. 
In 
a few instances the Missouri laws 
were more stringent than the federal 
laws, he said. 
In Missouri the sate 
of artificially colored vinegar is for- j 
bidden. 
“The experience of my department 
has convinced me that we do not have 
I to deal with food poisoners in Mis- 
* souri, so far as the wholesalers and 
manufacturers are concerned.” said 
Dr. Cutter. 
“I have found the whole- 
I salers of this state willing to com­ 
ply with the pure food law. In three 


I years I have found it necessary to 
* prosecute onlv one wholesale dealer. 
1 My department has never yet found a 
i case of Missouri packed goods that 
had 
to 
be 
condemned. 
We have 
about sixty-five canning factories in 
I this state, and they are all obeying 
j the law. and are putting up pure food 
* products. 
“I think that everybody now rec 
ognizes the pure food laws, federal I 
and state, as wise precautions for the 
protection of the public health, and 
I lio])o to see the day when the deal­ 
er, wholesaler or manufacturer who 
puts impure food products 
on 
the 
market will be put out of business 
through such agencies as you:* organ­ 
ization.”

modern train­ 
ing in the dairy business, hence are 
not as w'ell qualified as 
they might 
be to properly manage and conduct 
the business. 
It is also undeniably 
true that many 
small 
dairies lack 
♦be necessary equipment and facili­ 
ties for conducting their business in 
the most 
approved 
and 
profitable 
manner. 
Milk, of all the various 
food com 
modifies, to be at its best, to be ful­ 
ly 
palatable, 
healthful 
and 
nutri­ 
tious, should be clean, and no quali­ 
fying word applied to the latter term 
can make it more forceful of expres­ 
sion. ‘‘Clean,*’ as the word applies to 
milk, m eans that the article should 
be absolutely free not only from dirt 
nnd filth of every kind, but from ob­ 
jectionable odors or 
contagious dis­ 
case germs, and to have milk of this 
character the 
cow', 
her 
food, her 
drink, her lodging place and her at­ 
tendant must 
be 
absolutely 
clean, 
and every step of the procedure and 
every article or utensil used there­ 
in from the time the milk leaves the 
cow’s udder until 
delivered 
to the 
customer, 
should 
be 
emphatically 
of a determination to keep the milk 
clean and in its best possible condi­ 
tion. 
This Is a high standard, but it is 
not impossible and 
can 
be realized 
through 
Intelligent 
and 
reasonable 
co-operation 
lietween 
the custom©! 
and the producer. 
Dairymen, 
like 
other trades people, want to offer for 
sale w hat the people 
want 
to buy, 
end if enlightened public 
sentiment 
will require and insist upon having 
rbsoutely clean, pure milk they can 
£et it, and the injunction of Dr. Cut­

To abate the tty nuisance is of first 
importance to every man, wom?n ami 
child everywhere. 
The housefly is 
the greatest disease carrier we have. 
When a case of .smallpox, scarlet fe­ 
ver. measles or any of these may lie 
know n, we q «arantine the house, al­ 
lowing no persons to “come cr go” 
until the danger is past, but we do 
not quarantine those diseased places 
against flies. 
Persons whose lungs, nose or throat 
may be diseased sometimes do spit 
upon the walks, and this mucus is 
laden with germs of tuberculosis, ca­ 
tarrh, etc., and flies feed upon this 
filthy material, then they sometimes 
get into our homes, and alight upon 
our food, or they alight upon food 
products exposed upon the street for 
sale, and thus disease is spread. 
The dust of the street is made up 
of sand, mud, spit, cigar and cigarette 
stubs, wrads of chewed tobacco, bird, 
cow and horse manure; this dust is 
carried by flies, but we get the most 
of it from exposed food projects. 
All food products exposed upon the 
sidewalks for sale should be put in 
enclosed cases. 
The U. D. C. are 
launching a campaign to try to cor­ 
rect any errors that may exist, and 
they desire the aid of every one who 
wantB our fair city to be the best in 
every way for the happiness, comfort 
and health of the people. 
In the ‘‘fly campaign” they desire 
to offer premiums to boys for trapping 
flies, and some cash will be needed. 
The ladies should not have to beg for 
this. They would like to offer at least 
fifty prizes, mostly of merchandise, 
but some business men might prefer 
to give some cash.

cause no work will be 
lost from 
the crops, inasm uch as the wet 
ground will prevent for the next 
tw o or three days any cultivation 
o r planting. 
Would it not then be wise to 
fm ploy days of 
enforced 
idle­ 
ness, as far as field labor is con­ 
cerned, in doing 
that 
which in 
Itself is in 4he 
long 
run really 
the most profitable of any work 
that may be done? 
All there is to road dragging, 
as explained to an 
inquirer by 
one who Ii now s, is to get out 1he 
horses and dags, go to work and 
keep working until the roads are 
im ooth and level, 
with th e ruts 
and mud holes all “ironed” out 
and a surface m ade th at will to 


a great extent bear the traffic of 
spring, sum m er and fall in a fair­ 
ly satisfactory 
m anner, 
taking 
th e place of 
rock 
roads until 
they are constructed. 
And in this connection It will 
not be am iss to call 
the atten ­ 
tion of the city authorities to the 
fact th at some good dragging on 
the unpaved streets 
of Sedalia 
would be just about 
the proper 
thing, and that now* Is 
just the 
proper time. 
The expense would be but lit­ 
tle as compared with the results 
th at would be obtained, for some 
of these streets are in 
a sadly 
deplorable condition. 
Tf the city will set the exam ­ 
ple, then the city people can with

The grocers meat shops and bak­ 
eries were next taken up, and it was 
clearly shown that pure food could 
not be delivered where dust, flies and 
other poisons hold full sway. 
“As the health of the family de­ 
pends largely upon the table supply,” 
said the speaker, “it is the duty of 
e\ cry mother and housekeeper to in­ 
sist that sanitary 
conditions 
exist 
where their purchases are made. 
A 
few courageous women, in earnest, 
can do more to bring about the re­ 
quired conditions than all the pure 
food 
inspectors 
or ordinances that 
ever existed.” 
Dr. C utlers talk on the fly w*as of 
the greatest interest to all present. 
Its menace to public 
health 
was 
clearly shown. 
How to clear the 
home of the fly. and how advantage­ 
ous it would prove to be, was explain­ 
ed to the satisfaction

speaker laid much stress upon the ne­ 
cessity of getting rid of everything 
that breeds flies, especially the filth 
that is often allowed to accumulate in 
back yards and alleys.
